Once, during the second great 
war, at one of those receptions 
for officers of a British warship, 
there was a reflection of national 
anger at Lewis’ call of a strike. 
He sorely tried one’s patience, 
did Old John. Cocktail conversa- 
tions are always somewhat vacu- 
ous aS was my comment thai at 
times John L. Lewis almost 
caused me to regret my Welsh 
ancestry. 


“Yes,” spoke up the British 
commander, ‘‘a shocking people, 
aren't they? I'm Welsh myself.” 

And that ended that particular 
conversation. 


“Old King Coal’ has now re- 
signed, quietly and with no sound 
of trumpets. The teen-agers of 
today are not really aware of 
him. The invective of adults at 
mention of his name must sound 
strange and irrelevant to them. 


And well it may be to Old.John 
himself. In retirement the record 
confounds the critic. And it is 
mildly ironic that when he bowed 
out there were mild cluckings of 
commendation from many of 
those who once cursed him round- 
ly and called him traitor, Com- 
munist and worse. ‘A few men, 
indeed, died of strokes in the 
midst of furious tirades against 
him.) 


Bituminous Coal 


In the past 20 years bituminous 
(soft) coal has suffered severely 
in competition. Home furnaces, 
which once sooted the skies with 
their smoke and ruined the 
clothes on the wash lines of frugal 
housewives, turned to gas and oil. 
The railroads, which once were 
great consumers of coal, replaced 
the stained and picturesque fire- 
men and coal with diesels. Atomic 
power appeared on the competi- 
tive horizon and coal seemed 
doomed. 


But while production is not at 
the old highs, it has never been 
knocked out. It is, in fact, gain- 
ing, and estimates are that 1960 
will see 10 per cent more coal 
produced and: used. 


The great tribute to John L. 
Lewis and his policy is this fact 
of production. The coal operators 
are in a better position than any 
other businessman or producer of 
consumer material. The bitumi- 
nous coal industry is quite liter- 
ally the envy of the competitive 
world. 


Here is the delightful paradox. 


Members of the United Mine 
Workers are better paid than any 


industrial group in the world, 
barring a few small groups in the 
highly technical field of elec- 


tronics and construction. 


Labor Costs 


Yet, per ton labor costs of the 
average operation in the coal in- 


dustry is less than that of 10 
years ago. Other costs are, of 
course, higher. Yet, the price 


of a ton of coal at the mine is 
only a few cents more than it 
was a decade ago. Average week- 
ly earnings of miners are $118.70. 
In addition, members of the UMW 
have the superior fringe benefits 
in welfare and retirement. 


John L. Lewis early saw that 
automation was an_ inevitable 
necessary part of the future. If 
his members were to have good 
wages and good benefits, the in- 
dustry had to make a profit. While 
he roundly condemned the oper- 
ators and often humiliated them 
with his ponderous, yet majestic 
usage of the English language, he 
knew that the union would do well 
only as the industry did. 


So, for example, the Pittsdown 
Company has invested as much 
as $30,000,000 in automating one 
mine in Virginia. This includes 
a push-button plant which cleans, 


dies and sizes 25,000 tons of coal me 


per day. Production is an in- 
credible’.45 tons per man-day. 
European production is less than 
two tons per man-day. 


This has reduced the work force. 
But Lewis remembers the dreary 
shacks, the misery and serfdom of 
the company towns. “The miners 
understood the need of it (auto- 
mation),” he said simply. 


So, here's all the best to you, 
John—and a leek for your hat!

“The health department is in 
effect guaranteeing us a 70 per 
cent occupancy for the first 60 
days.”

Turner said the authority had 
applied for federal and state aid 
in equipping the ward. The total 
cost will be $30,000. The cost will 
be divided three ways, between 
the state and federal government 
and the hospital authority.

Police organized massive se- 
curity measures to prevent inter- 
ference with Kishi’s departure. 

The students had threatened to 
block Kishi’s departure by almost 
any means. They slipped through 
tight security checks at the air- 
port entrances and barricaded 
themselves in the restaurant after 
they were forced out of the main 
lobby. 


Most of the windows in the 
restaurant, one of the top attrac- 
tions of the modern. terminal 
building, were shattered. 


After they were hauled away, 67 
of the students were held for 
possible prosecution on charges 
of unlawfully occupying a private 
enclosure and damaging property.

Remain as It Is 


_ There appears to be considerable jus- 
tification for an administration-backed 
proposal that the State Board of Educa- 
tion be increased to a membership of 15. 
The board itself is said to have initiated 
the move in order to make it a more 
effective body. 

Board members apparently feel that 
the present 10-man group cannot function 
as efficiently as needed in committee work 
with the increased enrollment and ap- 
propriations for schools. If this be true, 
then certainly five additional able men 
can be found for the board. 

The proposal, however, to add the 
state commissioner of agriculture to the 
present 15-man Board of Regents of the 
University System should be regarded 
with extreme skepticism. Arbitrarily add- 
ing another member and specifying whom 
he will be would open a Pandora’s Box 
which could lead to ridiculous ends. 

We have the highest regard for Agri- 
culture Commissioner Phil Campbell, for 
the State College of Agriculture and the 
Extension Service. Education in agricul- 
ture is an important part of our program 
in higher education. But the reason given 
for placing the commissioner on the board 
and for upsetting the present method of 
naming members to it; namely, because 
there is only one farmer on the board, is 
a weak one indeed. 

If such a concession were made, what 
would prevent other powerful groups 
from demanding special representation 
on the board? What about the insurance 
commissioner and the superintendent of 
banks? What about the lawyers? Should 
not they be represented by the president 
of the Georgia Bar Assn.? Should not the 
newspapers be represented by the head 
of the Georgia Press Assn.? Doctors? Re- 
ligious groups? 

We are not arguing here the merits 
of greater representation for agricul- 
ture. But all additions should come 
through appointments to the board as 
now constituted. Should a permament 
member be named by law, not subject 
to appointment by the governor or con- 
firmation by the Legislature, he easily 


‘. could be the most powerful member, 


overshadowing all others on the board. 
And after all, Phil Campbell will not 
always be commissioner of agriculture. 
There is a better way to achieve this 
objective than to disrupt the present or- 
ganization of the Board of Regents 
through class legislation. 
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Ludowici Finds Excuse 
To Retain Traffic Light 


Shortly after Ludowici officials agreed 
to accept recommendations to be made by 
the State Highway Department concern- 
ing replacement of the town’s quickly 
flashing traffic light some speculation 
arose. 

Would Ludowici follow through as 
soon as possible after the recommenda- 
tions were in or for some reason or other 
would there be a delay until the end of 
the winter tourist season? 

Well, the Highway department's pro- 
posal for two traffic signals with direc- 
tional arrows as replacements for the 
present system has been received and 
mulled over by the city fathers. 

Now comes word that there will 
indeed be a delay. The town council has 
tabled the suggestion. Reason given was 
that the cost exceeded available funds. 

An excuse of this kind is rather sur- 
prising. From the number of complaints 
from tourists it would seem that Ludowici 
would have collected enough in fines as a 
result of close policing of the present fast- 
changing ‘light to more than pay for a 
couple of traffic signals. 

Must it wait until the end of the win- 
ter tourist season to finance such a pur- 
chase? 


So Bs Sh 
Colleges Are Requiring 
Quality in Preparation 


Two news items from universities 
merit comment. Dr. Edwin D. Harrison, 


president of Georgia Tech, and Dr. Rufus 


Harris, incoming president of Mercer 
University, both point to the need for 
quality of entrance preparation and of 
curriculums. 

At Georgia Tech a substantial per- 
centage of the freshman class has had 
first or second warnings or is on proba- 
tion. This is due, in large measure, to 
the fact that their high schools did not 
give them adequate preparation. Dr. Har- 
rison finds only a small percentage of 
students not seriously interested in-work. 
This emphasizes the recent report of 
the state’s legislative committee which 
found ‘that work dua ag at Geor- 


stitutes is off 11 per cent. At Tech it is 
down only 5 per cent. Dr. Harrison con- 
cludes the trends indicate “a decreasing 
interest by today’s high school students in 
the rigors of an engineering education.” 

But the drop is but temporary. The 
elementary and high schools are crowded 


and the great increase for colleges is 


ahead, 

Dr. Harrison comments that events of 
the past decade have demanded change 
and revision in curriculum. Entrance re- 
quirements and standards of performance 
are of necessity higher. This is true of 
all educational institutions. The real chal- 
lenge remains at the elementary and sec- 
ondary level. 

Dr. Harris’ statement also points up 
the problem. Shall the colleges and uni- 
versities continue to take the graduates of 
high schools which do not prepare them 
for it and thereby waste the faculty’s time 
and the institution’s money in confirming 
what is known when the unprepared stu- 
dent applies for entrance? 

All this should make the people of 
Georgia think. 

We cannot subject our children to less 
education when the need is for more. 

We surely are not so blind as to be- 
lieve that so-called “private schools,” op- 
erating without equipment and lacking 
any real faculties, can prepare our chil- 
dren for college or life.

Proposed Court Reforms 


Again Face Legislature 


Revival of interest in proposed leg- 
islation to prevent a judge from dis- 
charging a grand jury while it is still in 
session serves as a reminder of several 
other court reforms worthy of adoption 
at the present session of the General As- 
sembly. 

As recommended by numerous grand 
juries, defendants should testify under 
oath and be subject to cross-examination. 
The present system makes it extremely 
difficult for jurors to distinguish between 
truth and lies. 

Another improvement would be en- 
actment of a law whereby judges rather 
than trial juries would set sentence in 
cases where verdicts of guiity have been 
returned. Judges have immediate access 
to past records of defendants and, due to 
legal training, are qualified to interpret 
said records, which often are complex. 


Provisions also should be made where- 
by a few members of an outgoing grand 
jury would be permitted to serve on the 
next one where the situation so warrant- 
ed. Such an arrangement would be espe- 
cially helpful in completing investigations. 

Georgia courts long have labored un- 
der a number of outdated procedures. The 
General ‘Assembly should waste no fur- 
ther time in dilly-dallying year after 
year and accomplishing nothing in the 
way of court reforms. It should face its 
responsibilities squarely and enact appro- 
priate legislation at the current session.

Crows, Stumps, Rails 


Move Away Suddenly 


Judging from the closing down of 
many fireworks stands this month, most 
crows and other pests that plague Geor- 
gia farmers must have migrated else- 
where as soon as the holiday season was 
over. The majority of railroads apparently 
moved their tracks all of a sudden, too. 

This is quite a coincidence inasmuch 
as state law forbids sale of fireworks ex- 
cept for such things as agricultural pur- 
poses and railroad signals. So many 
fireworks stands popped into existence 
immediately prior to the Christmas-New 
Year’s week that one would think there 
were more crows to be scared away and 
more stumps to be blown up than at any 
time of the year. 

Of course, what happened was that the 
remaining stumps and crows that were 
not taken care of in most of the state 
during the holiday season now have taken 
up residence in south Georgia along with 
the mobile railroad tracks. So fireworks 
stands are still open there. 

The fact that the southern portion of 
the state is the last port of call for vaca- 
tionists prior to their entry into Florida 
naturally has nothing to do with the sit- 
uation.

Saviour’s 
Prayer Was 
Different 


QUESTION: I have read in 
the New Testament many times 
where it tells about Jesus 
praying—such as Luke 11:1. 
What I cannot understand is, 
if Jesus were God, why did He | 
pray?—L. T. 


ANSWER: This is one of the 
wonderful truths of the New Tes- 
tament, and it is explained in 
Philippians 2: 
5-11. We learn 
there that Jesus 
during His earth- 
ly ministry had 
condescended to 
take the form of 
a man and to ac- 
cept a_ position 
as one under au- 
thority, though 
He was actually 
equal with God. 
He did not cease 
to be equal with God because He 
did so (John 5:18). No doubt His 
praying was different from your 
praying and mine. After all, the 
primary purpose of prayer is fel- 
lowship. Asking for things to re- 
ceive them from God is the sec- 
ondary purpose of prayer. 


Jesus would not have conducted 
Himself truly as man had He not 
made Himself dependent by His 
own voluntary choice. Being de- 
pendent, then, He would have to 
ask for things and rely upon a 
power outside Himself. It does 
not mean He lacked that power, 
for Hebrews 2:14 says Christ Him- 
self partook of human nature in 
order that through death He 
might bring to naught him that 
had the power of death—that is, 
the devil. Prayer, then, for us 
ought to be the highest privilege.

Saturday night radio listeners throughout Georgia will be on 
hand when C. S. Lewis makes his American debut via WSB in a 
series of 10 discussions on love which well may become classics. 


The discussions, which will be heard at 11:15 
p.m.

book on love by the British 
bridge professor and author of “Tbe Serve taps 
Letters.” 


A comprehensive, profound and superbly 
phrased examination of the four faces of love— 
between near relatives, between friends, between 
men and women and between God and man—the 
series was produced by Atlanta's Episcopal Ra- 
dio-TV Foundation. Other productions of the 
Foundation: The annual Episcopal Hour worship 
program and one-minute holiday spots for both 
radio and television. 


Mrs. Caroline Rakestraw, executive director of the Foundation, 
flew to England to supervise production of the talks and to insure 
their broadcast quality—her efforts included tracing a “hum” in 
the centuries-old studio building through the dank cellar to a sub- 
way fan two blocks away and arranging with transit authorities to 
have it cut off during the two days Dr. Lewis was to broadcast. 


In his talks, Dr. Lewis discusses every. type of love, from that 
of a “certain kind of mother, who may be like a man-eating tiger,” 
to a “kind of lover who may be like an animal.” He speaks up in 
behalf of young people whose “‘parents greet their offspring with 
an incivility which, practiced on any other young people, would 
have terminated the acquaintance,” and warns that “love will not, 
by itself, keep us in love—or not for very long. Falling in love is 
something that happens to us; being in love—still more, remaining 
permanently in love—is something we do.” 


In comparison with Lewis, “most contemporary writers seem 
vulgar and foolish,” says Dr. Edward McCrady, vice chancellor of 
the University of the South, Suwanee, Tenn., who introduces the 
discussions. It is not an overstatement.

‘The Greatest Disaster’ 


The loss of Georgia’s public school system ‘‘will be the state's 
greatest disaster since Sherman’s armies burned their way to the 
coast,” said ‘‘The Christian Index” in an editorial Thursday.

The editorial urges state officials to “‘let the voice of the people 
be heard before daring to speak for them. Democracy demands 
as much.” 


Men of good will can find a solution, says the Index, and ‘“‘the 
churches should be pointing the way. There should be a call for 
prayer. There should be special services when God's people fall 
on their knees and, begging forgiveness, ask His guidance in their 
dark hour. 


“Georgia has had its years in the wilderness,” the editorial 
continues. “It is a time now for marching forward to a better land 
or surrendering as cowards before the extremists. 


“Georgia cannot afford to lose its public school system.”

Capacity of state training 
schools will have to be doubled 
if a bill introduced by Sen.

URGES DEFEAT 


Urging defeat of the bill, Judge 
Woolfolk said it is designed to 
“cripple the juvenile court in its 
effort to make substitute arrange- 
ments for children by placing 
them in homes of relatives or 
schools and foster homes.” 


“Due to the limited facilities 
in the state training schools, it is 
almost essential that we have the 
right to make placements outside 
of the home and environment 
where children are getting into 
trouble,’’ Judge Woolfolk said. 


The Vaughn bill — introduced 
last year—would require that 
when a juvenile court sentences a 
child to servitude, “‘such child 
shall be confined only in one of 
the state training schools .. .”’ 


217 SUSPENDED 


It also would require that pro- 
bated sentences may only be 
served within the territorial juris- 
diction of the court. 


Judge Woolfolk pointed out that 
over a three-year period, his court 
has had to suspend commitments 
of 217 juveniles because there was 
no training school space for them. 
This also has required placements 
in homes outside Fulton County, 
he added. 


The judge termed the’ bill “‘pure- 
ly a local matter, designed to pre- 
vent juvenile courts in the state

Do Buyers 
Note Grade 
Of Meat?

Housewives pay no attention 
to grade but buy according to 
need and pocketbooks, a sheep- 
man told the House Agriculture 
Committee in Washington which 
has been listening to accusa- 
tions that suspension of federal 
grading of lamb would be the 
“first step’ in a campaign to 
kill the federal meat grading 
service. 


The parade of witnesses so 
far has included representatives 
of farm, hotel, restaurant, 
steamship, institution and food 
distributor organizations. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson directed the sus- 
pension, effective Jan. 4 be- 
cause the lamb industry could 
not agree on new grading stand- 
ards—but postponed it a month 
to enable the House panel to 
study the problem. 


Sheep producers deny they 
seek an end to the grading 
service. They have assailed 
lamb grading standards as un- 
fair becaue they ‘‘force them 
into extra production costs to 
get fat lambs that consumers 
do not want.” The industry has 
been unable to agree o 
sions of the standards 
by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


Federal grading of lamb is 
voluntary. Its cost is borne by 
packers and processors. It is 
not a part of the federal meat 
inspection service, which is a 
mandatory operation (for meat 
moving in interstate commerce) 
to assure the country of a whole- 
some meat supply. 


Charles F. Sullivan, a repre- 
sentative of the National As- 
sociation of State Purchasing 
Agents, went on record as op- 
posing the suspension. ‘The 
federal grading system,’ he 
said, “‘assured state purchasing 
officials of uniform quality 
meat, regardless of the source 
of supply. This permits all 
vendors to compete. on an equal 
basis. 


The American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the country’s 
largest farm organization, also 
attacked the suspension order 
on the basis that it is a first 
step intended to pave the way 
for elimination of the federal 
grading of beef. 


Harold Q. Smith Jr., execu- 
tive vice president of the U.S. 
wholesale Grocers’ Association, 
Inc., disputed the sheepmen’s 
allegation ‘that surveys have 
shown that housewives paid no 
attention to grade but: bought 
according to need and pocket- 
books. (The federal grades des- 
ignate quality.) . 

“Government grading,’’ Smith 
asserted, .“‘was a_ protection 
against fancy-sounding packer 
grade names that might be ap- 
plied to inferior quality or fail 
to maintain consistent uniform 
quality.

NEW YORK—The costume, done either as a

All week at the present show- 
ings by the Couture Group, Inc., 
here at the Astor, the together 
look has run through the collec- 
tions like the theme song of a 
movie.
